Coffee Export 


Rose in April § 


Finance Minister Alkmim | 
Reveals That Shipments 
Were 1,200,000 Bags 


Brazil shipped 1,200,000 bags of 
coffee in April, compared with| 
700,000 bags in the same month 
of 1957, Finance Minister José 
Maria Alkmim revealed early in 
May, according to an Associated 
Press dispatch originating in Rio 
de Janeiro. This, the Minister de- 
clared, was clear-cut evidence that 
problems had

been overcome. 


Exchange Data 

In a statement made some days 
later, Sr. Alkmim said that for 
the month of April exchange pur- 
chase contracts derive, for the 
greater part, from coffee exports 
and reached the total which is the 
equivalent of US$131,990,951, of 
US$76,536,451 are in the 
area of convertible funds and 
US$24,071,000 are in the area of 
limited convertibility (A.C.L.). 
US$31,383,500 are in the area of 
non-convertible funds. 

With the hard fact that the Bra- 
zilian still based 
largely on coffee, since sales of 
the beans make up about seventy 
per cent of the Government’s for- 
eign income, it is obvious that 
much expert thinking has gone 
into ways and means of easing this 
thorny problem. All eyes are 
turned on May coffee activity to 
see if the upturn continues.

1957 Production 
Reaches 298 Tons 





Growers Pleased by Advance 
Of Orchards Whose Crops 


Are Still New to Country 





Figures on the olive harvest in 
Brazil for 1957 are now available. 
The crop was almost 300 tons. As 
recently as 1955 it was only 213,- 
170 kilos. Commercial olive crops 
in the country go back only to 
1954. 

For olive growers this is heart- 
ening news, for when they began 
to think of planting olive trees in 
southern Brazil less than a quar- 
ter of a century ago they were 
looked upon as visionaries and told 
that olive culture would never 
thrive in Brazil. But they per- 
severed, and because they had con- 
fidence in the ultimate results 
they invited the Brazilian press 
each year to see for itself the 
progress being made. 


Three States Produce 


In 1957, the crop of 298 tons 
exactly, was valued at Cr$5,381,- 
000. Olive tree plantations, which 
occupied 276 hectares of land, are 
found in the States of Rio Grande 
do Sul, Sao Paulo and Minas Ge- 
rais. Soon to join the list of States 
is Parana, where the plantation 
of Sr. Horacio Klabin will be add- 
ing to the total. 

At present the State of Rio 
Grande do Sul may be called the 
only substantial producer inas- 
much as its contribution to the 
total was 292 tons. Return per 
hectare for the State is given at 
1,099 kilos. This is an increase 
from the 1955 figure of 927 kilos 
per hectare. 

The State of Sao Paulo had a 
low 452 kilos. In Minas Gerais it 
was 800 kilos. 

Fruit With a Future 

There is no longer any doubt 
that the olive tree has a future 
in Brazil. Pilot orchards are now 
producing olives from approxi- 
mately the eighteenth parallel, 
Diamantina, Minas Gerais, to

The above photograph presents ample evidence of the growth of the 
Brazilian olive trees over a ten-year period. A little over a decade ago 
there were practically no olive trees in the country. Today the plant- 
ings are numbered in the millions. Although the olive tree is slow in

For this reason the states of 
Rio Grande do Sul, Ceara, Minas 
Gerais and Sao Paulo have un- 
dertaken the cultivation of this 
fruit. Since the olive tree is slow 
in producing fruit, once harvest- 
ing is started in the other States, 
the proportionate contribution of 
Rio Grande do Sul will not appear 
so dominant. It is known that the 
olive tree bears fruit for a long 
time, some of them yielding olives 
for centuries. 

Along with the olive growers, 
all Brazil feels optimistic about 
olive culture in the country. Writ- 
ing recently in the Correio da Ma- 
nha Sr. Pimental had this to say: 
“It is no longer debatable that 
the ecology of a large part of Bra- 
|zil is better for the cultivation of 
‘the olive tree than even the most 
optimistic have thought. 

“We now know that the olive 
tree is more adaptable and more 
productive than it is in many other 
countries. We are sure that Brazil 





is destined to become a large ex- 
porter of olives and of olive oil, 
one of the greatest in the world. 
It is also that of the agronomists 
who are working in olive culture 
in Brazil and of foreign experts 
who visit our olive groves.”

The Administrative Council of 
NOVACAP, the _ organization 
which is in charge of building 
Brasilia, the Nation’s new capital, 
has been busy recently in many 
directions. Dr. Israel Pinheiro, 
president of the building au- 
thority, has reported on some of 
the results of the work of his or- 
ganization. 


Lot Sales in Rio 


In Rio de Janeiro alone building 
lots valued at a total of Cr$80,- 
000,000 have been sold for various 
business and residential locations 
in the new capital city. Figures 
for Brasilia lot sales negotiated 
in the other cities of Brazil have 
not yet been totaled. 

Prices fixed for Brasilia’s store 
business lots are Cr$2,500 per 
square meter in the area which is 
to be built up. Buyers must un- 
dertake to build shops within a 
two-year period, and a fifteen per 
cent discount will be given on pur- 
chases if work is completed within 
a year. 

Three Year Limit 


As regards real estate for build- 
ings and hotels, prices for these 
in the commercial and banking 
sections have been fixed at Cr$1,- 
500 and Cr$1,000 a square meter. 
In both cases the period for con- 
struction may not exceed three 
years. 

In other developments, it be- 
came known that the Ministry of 
Justice is preparing for the re- 
moval of some of its offices to the 
new capital. It is also reported 
that on April 22 a new official 
journal began publication in Bra- 
silia. 

5,000 Volunteers 

A survey of government 
workers in Rio de Janeiro indi- 
cates that 5,000 Federal employees 
have volunteered to move to Bra- 
silia as soon as living and work- 
ing accommodations are available 
for them. NOVACAP officials be- 
lieve that thirty-five thousand 
workers will be required initially.

The man who heads Troleibus 
Villares S.A. is an engineering ex- 
pert. Sr. Luis Dumont Villares, a 


native of Sao Paulo, is a graduate 
engineer of the Ecole Polytech- 
nique of Zurich, Switzerland. He 
is also a financier and skilled eco- 
nomic planner. The know-how ob- 
‘tained from his active directorates 
in Elevadores Atlas S.A. and Acos 
Villares he has transferred to 
trolleybus manufacturing. 

Sr. Villares is a great believer 
in hydroelectric energy. He admits 
that hydro generated power may 
still be in short supply in Brazil, 
but he points out that the expan- 
sion of electrical capacity is con- 
stantly going on. 

Another important 
connection with the trolleybuses 
is that they are easier to maintain 
than are diesel buses. Their use- 
ful service life is twenty 
twice that of present diesel buses. 
| Sr. Villares has estimated 
that each trolleybus would save 
Brazil US$4,000 in gasoline each 
year.

Manioc, a plant native to Brazil, 
which the first settlers in the 
country learned to use as a food 
immediately after their arrival, 
has been in Brazilian news dis- 
patches lately. For one thing, 
Standard Brands Ine., a large 
North American food processing 
concern, which has been operating 
in Brazil for many years, an- 
nounces that it has been giving 
serious attention to the possibility 
of commercializing manioc. 


New Bahia Plant 

A second news item carried by 
O Exportador e Importador Brasi- 
leiro indicates that a new plant 
for the preparation of manioc 
flour is being built in the district 
of Guaracu within the township 
of Vitoria da Conquista, State of 
Bahia, large enough to meet a 
substantial part of that State’s 
manioc requirements. 

No attempt is being made to 
connect the two foregoing items. 
The Bahia plant will be built with 
funds supplied jointly by the 
Federal Government and_ the 
municipality in which the factory 
is to be erected. The Federal Min- 
istry of Agriculture is putting 
Cr$300,000 into the venture and 
|the township is adding its own 
| Cr$150,000. 





City Gives Land 

The municipality is also sup- 
plying the land, 500 square meters, 
and the building materials neces- 
sary for the first stage of opera- 
tions as well as a storage shed. Re- 
ports will be made monthly on the 
progress of this venture to the 
Promotion Division of the Vegetal 
Production Department of the 
Federal Ministry of Agriculture. 

Manioc, in Portu- 
guese, is a tuberous plant which 
can be grown very cheaply in Bra- 
zil. It is cultivated extensively all 
over the country. There are two 
principal types, the mild or sweet 
and the bitter or poisonous. Na- 
tives have learned to remove the 
prussic acid from the latter type 
by a traditional method which 
renders it harmless and excellent 
as human or animal food.
